2. SUMMARY. THE SYG ISSUED A NEW REPORT ON FRIDAY 7 
OCT THAT WILL BE DISCUSSED IN THE SECURITY COUNCIL EARLY 
THIS WEEK. THIS REPORT DOES NOT ADDRESS THE ISSUE OF 
SECURITY IN THE REFUGEE CAMPS, WHICH WILL BE TAKEN UP IN 
A SUBSEQUENT REPORT OF THE JOINT COMMISSION TO BE 
RELEASED IN THE NEXT 10-22 DAYS. REQUEST GUIDANCE ON 
THE ISSUES OF A REGIONAL CONFERENCE AND A POLICE 
TRAINING MANDATE FOR UNAMIR. END SUMMARY. 

3. THE NEW SYG REPORT ON RWANDA WAS FAXED TO THE 
DEPARTMENT ON FRIDAY, 7 OCTOBER. 

4. THE REPORT CONTAINS A STATUS UPDATE OF UNAMIR 
OPERATIONS AND DEPLOYMENT, HUMANITARIAN PROGRAMS, AND 
FINANCIAL ISSUES. THE REPORT DOES NOT CONTAIN OPTIONS 
FOR SECURING THE REFUGEE CAMPS. THAT ISSUE WILL BE 
ADDRESSED IN A SUBSEQUENT REPORT OF THE JOINT COMMISSION 
TO BE ISSUED IN THE NEXT 10-22 DAYS. 
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5. THE REPORT ENDORSES THE RECOMMENDATION OF THE 
COMMISSION OF EXPERTS REGARDING A WAR CRIMES TRIBUNAL, 
REQUESTS HELP IN CLEARING RWANDA'S ARREARS, CALLS FOR A 
REGIONAL CONFERENCE, AND REQUESTS SECURITY COUNCIL 
ENDORSEMENT OF A NEW UNAMIR MISSION--TO TRAIN A NEW 
RWANDESE POLICE FORCE. 

6. IN DISCUSSING THE REPORT IN THE COUNCIL, USUN WILL 
NEED GUIDANCE ON TWO OF THE ABOVE ISSUES, NAMELY ABOUT 
THE SUBSTANCE OR FORMAT OF THE REGIONAL CONFERENCE AND 
ON THE ISSUE OF POLICE TRAINING. SINCE THE REPORT DOES 
NOT GIVE A DETAILED CONCEPT OF THE NEW POLICE TRAINING 
MISSION OR OF THE RESOURCE IMPLICATIONS, WE WILL NEED TO 
REQUEST MORE INFORMATION — THE SCOPE OF THE PROPOSED 
MISSION, ITS IMPACT ON UNAMIR' S CURRENT OPERATIONS AND 
THE RESOURCE IMPLICATIONS — BEFORE FORMALLY AUTHORIZING.
